PHYSICAL EDUCATION MANUAL 
TO BE ISSUED. 

The official bulletin in regard to 
the new physical education law has 
been issued and will be followed 
shortly by a manual containing pre- 
liminary courses in physical educa- 
tion. The course will be tentative 
and plU be used chiefly for experi- 
mentation and criticism. 

Fifteen States, including Ken- 
tucky, have already passed laws 
making physical education a part of 
the school course. 

In brief, the law provides for a 
course of physical education in all 
of tfie schols of the State; for a 
nanual setting forth the course to 
be. prepared by the State Board of 
Health, and that at least thirty min- 
utes each school dry must be devot- 
ed to instruction and training in 
health and sefety, to physical exer- 
cises and to recess play under proper 
f upTvision.

GUARANTORS OF CHAUTAUQUA 
HOLD FIRST M EETING. 

Although the Redpath Chautau- 
qua program will not be staged in 
this city until in July the guaran- 
tors are taking time by the fore- 
lock, and are already planning for 
the nieeting of this popular Chau- 
tauqua attraction, pronounced the 
best in the business. 

The initial meeting of the guaran- 
tors»»as held in this city Tuesday 
afternoon, with a good attendance. 
Considerable business was trans- 
acted, and from the interest mani- 
fested it may safely be said that the 
promotors are imbued with the be- 
lief that the 1920 Chautauqua will 
be "a hummer" for Paris. 

At this meeting Clarence K. 
Thoma.s. cashier of the Deposit and 
Peoples' Bank & Trust Co.. was se- 
lected treasurer, and J. Will Thomas 
secretary. The latter was also 
placed in charge of the distribution 
and sale of season tickets, the de- 
tails of which will be worked out 
later in the season. The following 
were appointed an Executive Com- 
mittee to have general charge of 
the business matters for the en- 
gagement: A. S. .Thompson, chair- 
man, Chas.

Two 
horses, a pony and calf, a large 
quantity of corn and other feed ani 
a lot of harness, belonging to Ellis 
Baldwin, residing on the farm, and 
two horses, a mule and a calf be- 
longing to Mrs. Dimmitt, wers 
burned in the fire. 

The property loss is estimated at 
$4,500. said to have been unpro- 
tected by insurance, save for $50C 
carried on the bain by Mrs. Din - 
mitt. 

A brick cottage on the farm of 
Claude Redmon, on the Ruddles 
Mills pike, near Paris, occupied by 
Arthur Crooks, was destroyed bv 
fire of unknown origin. Crooks 
lost all his household goods and 
clothing. He had just started to 
Paris to get a supply of matches 
when the fire broke out. There 
was no insurance on the building or 
its contents.

R*ain, high winds and hail have 
played havoc with the spring efforts 
of Bourbon county farmers in the 
past few days. Plowed ground has 
been badly washed by the heavy 
waters, resulting from an almost 
record-breaking rain. Tobacco 
plant beds have been hard hit, many 
having been so located that they 
were badly damaged by the wash- 
outs. It is highly probable that tin 
destruction of plants will be reflect- 
ed in a reduced acreage for the 1920 
crop. Farmers are away behind in 
then work, and in addition to the 
handicap imposed by the unfavor- 
able weather conditions, there is a 
shortage of farm labor, which is ad- 
ding to their troubles. Small grains 
were damaged considerably by the 
rains, but in general the pasture 
lands and the grain fields are look- 
ing fairly well. Practically no dam- 
age seems to have resulted to the 
fruit trees by the freezes of the last 
three weeks.

PARIS FOURTH IN TOBACCO 
MARKETS RECORD. 



With a total of 13.183,285 pounds 
Isold during the past season, which 
brought an average of $44.21, the 
tobacco markets of Faris rank fourth 
in the number of pounds sold in the 
markets of the State. These figures 
are shown In a recently-issued state- 
ment from the department of statis- 
tics. 

Lexington led the market with 
€3.611,280 pounds for an average of 
H6.10. Maysville came second on 
the list with a total of 21,036,125 
pounds, for an average of $23.95: 
Shelby ville. third with a total of 
1 4,099,905 pounds sold, for an aver- 
age of $29.80.

Each place of business conducted for the sale of sof drinks of any 
kind for wh ; ch a license is required, shall be kept open without screen or 
blinds to full view from the street on which such place is ■tasted, at all 
times during business hours; provided, however, that no license shall be 
granted execept by the City Council, in regular session, for the sale of 
soft drinks containing alcohol, or for the operation of a Pool Room or 
Dance Hall, or Restaurant, and provided, further, that no license shall 
be granted to sell any soft drinks containing any per cent, of alcohol, at 
any place in the City of Paris, except on Main Street, between Second 
Street and Tenth Street; and on Tenth Street between Main and the 
Louisville and Nashville Depot; and on Winchester Street between its 
intersection with Tenth Street and Louisville & Nashville Railroad. 

If any person shall operate or carry on any business, occupation, 
calling or profession, or do any act foor which a license is required by 
this ordinance without first having obtained a license to do so, then such 
person shall be fined not less than One Dollar nor more than Fifty Dollars 
for each offense, and each sale which may be made without such license 
shall constitute a separate offense. 

It shall be unlawful for any Billiard or Pool Room, or any place of 
business wherein soft drinks of any kind, containing any per cent, of al- 
cohol, are sold by license, to be kept open or operated from April 30 to 
November 1 between the hours of 12 P. M. and 5 o'clock A. M. of the 
nex day, and from November 1 to April 30 between the hours of 11 P. M. 
and 5 A. M. of the next day, and if any person shall so operate or keep 
open such place of business between the hours above stated, such person 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be fined for 
each offense not less than One Dollar, nor more than Fifty Dollars, for 
each offense. 

The license tax herein provided for shall be required of each mem- 
ber of a firm where two or more persons are engaged as partners, in the 
practice of the learned professions.
